DO YOU KNOW that the “Great Victory in Vir- 
vinia’’ about which the Drys are telling us was won 
on a very different amendment from the one propos 
ed here, for in Virginia the amendment as carried al 
lows wineries and breweries already established to 
continue manufacturing and shipping to points out 
side the State, and even saloons are given TWO 
YEARS to close out their business? Are the Drys 
telling you this? Not that we have been able to notice 


DO YOU REALIZE that if driven from this State 
the saloons and distilleries of whiskey can move 
avross the line and continue business and ship their 
goods into this State, but that the wine and grape 
men cannot do this because most of the wineries are 
too substantial to move and because it is impossible 
to move the vineyards, and because wine grapes will 
not bear shipment to any great distance. 


DO YOU KNOW that the consumer can still order 
in anything he may want and get it from without 
the State and that the Dry Federation will not sanc- 
tion or foster any laws that would prevent this? In 
other words, this amendment is not made with ‘any 
view of decreasing consumption of liquors within the 
State; it simply means the revenue therefrom will 
acerue to some other State. 


DO YOU KNOW that since prohibition began 
twenty-five States have tried it and only nine of 
them have retained it, Maine and Kansas being the 
only two States that have held to it for any con 
siderable time? Does not this in itself prove it has 
been a failure? Six of the States in whieh prohibition 
is now on the books have adopted it since 1908; so 
let’s take a look at the consumption of distilled 
liquors since that year, In 1908 there was constmed 
in the United States, by indisputable figures of Unele 
Sam. 119,000,000 gallons of distilled liquors, in 1910 
one hundred and twenty-eight million gallons, and in 
1913 one hundred and forty-three million gallons, an 
increase in consumption of strong liquors amounting 
to twenty-four million gallons per year. We mention 
this to show that consumption does not decrease with 
the increase of prohibition, and that more whiskey 
is sold instead of more wine and beer, because thi 
whiskey has more drunks in a_ bottle and is mor 
easily concealed in dry territory We all know 
is more harmful than beer and wine.
